the population, would be taken out of the usual operation of 
the Ballot Act. Moreover, it is not every Jew or every other 
person who cares to make a public profession of faith, so 
that somebody else may discharge for him his civic duties. 


There are seasons of the year, no doubt, when an hour or two 
may remain after the expiration of the Sabbath in which to 
exercise the franchise, and the new Act may extend these 
facilities to any month. But, at least, this would mean limitation 
of the hours of the poll, so far as Jews are concerned, to a very 
short and possibly inconvenient period. It might also mean the

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


TREASURER'S ANNUAL BUDGET, 
| Next Monday will be “ Budget Night ” at the Council of the United Synagogue, 
when the Treasurers will present their annual report. 

The report opens with a review of the principal events, personal and general, 
in the history of the United Synagogue during the year, and then proceeds to 
deal with the finances. The gross ordinary income of the Institution asa whole 
was /43,874, and the gross ordinary expenditure 442,061. With regard to the 
Constituent Synagogues the respective figures were £36,247, and £21,515. Of this 
latter sum the salary list was accountable for about £12,100 (exclusive of minor 


‘officials), Choirs £2,783, and Minyan Men /760,. The funded property of the 


United Synagogue at. the end.of the year was £34,363. The membership was 
8,514 (5,388 male seatholders, 2,979 female seatholders, and 147 assessed mem- 
vers), an increase of 332 onthe figures for 1912, The average total contribution per 
member was /4.2s. 6d, The marriages solemnised were 1,489, or 16 less than in 
1912, and the deaths were 1,321, a decrease of 27. The outstanding accounts of all 


the constituent synagogues amounted to £6,907. The Treasurers, commenting on ° 


this large sum, “‘ venture to think that the remedy lies in early and systematic 
pressure, paying dye regard to special cases which call forth, and should receive, 
sympathetic consideration.”’- ‘The outlay on the Chief Rabbi's fund was 
£3,163 11s. 4d., towards which only £424 18s. ‘6d. was received from. other 
synagogal bodies, 4252 14s. 6d. representing contributions, and £17243. marriage 
authorisation fees. The number of contributing congregations, which in 1912 had 
increased from 63 to 105, in view of the coming election of Chief Rabbi, has been 
maintained, but the contributions of several synagogues (including some of 
numerical importance) were not received during 1913, and in the majority of cases 
‘the proposed minimum contribution of 1s. per seatholder has not been received. 
The reports of the Subsidiary Committees are appended to the Treasurers’ 
report. The sums expended during the year for charitable and educational pur- 
poses was £11,826. From the Mutual Aid Fund grants amounting to [25 
were made to four persons and loans to the extent of #500, all for trade purposes, 
were advanced to seven persons.. The Committee of Workers. among the Jewish 
Poor dealt with 2,068 cases. 
: The approximate attendances at the Jewish Institute were 102,216, and 
‘thé Beth Din (which meets five times during éach week) dealt with 1,298 cases, 


803. ecclesiastical and 495 civil. The. Visitation Committee .has-obtained some

MEETING OF THE TURKISH NATIONAL JEWISH 
ASSEMBLY. 


ELECTION OF A ZIONIST CONSISTORY, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 

On the 23rd of February the Jewish National Assembly met at the offices of 
the Chief Rabbinate in this city. Of eighty members of which this body is com- 
posed,. only forty-two took part in the proceedings. The meeting was opened by 
a speech from the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, who appealed to all the members 
for sentiments of concord and peace. He then reported on the situation of the 
Jews in Yemen and his correspondence with the Imam, and on his negotiations 
with the Minister of the Interior with reference to the facilities to be accorded to 


foreign Jews in Palestine who desired to obtain Ottoman citizenship, The meeting 


by acclamation voted its thanks to the Chief Rabbi for his excellent work in these 


The actual business of the day was the election to fill three vacancies'in the 


Consistory, but to the surprise of several members of the Assembly the entire 
Consistory tendered’ its resignation. This unexpected step led to a discussion 
lasting several hours. A few members of the Assembly,.as well as the President, 
were of opinion that the election of the new Consistory-should be postponed fora 
few days, but the suggestion did not meet with general favour. ‘Some four or five 
members who belonged to. no party withdrew at the moment when the vote was 
about to be taken, with the result that those who remained, elected by acclamation 
a Council composed exclusively of Zionists, This composition of the Consistory has 
given rise to considerable opposition, and it is expected that the existence of the 


new Consistory will be but a short one.

THE UNITED STATES NEW IMMIGRATION BILL. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ]

The Burnett Immigration Bill which, since I wrote you last, has, been passed. 
by the House of Kepresentatives, is now before the United States Senate;. and 
great fears are entertained that this restrictionist measure may also be passed by 
the Senate. Jewish and other friends of the immigrant, who have’ been working 
against this Bill, have béen hoping that it might be so aménded in the Senate as to 
‘eliminate the objectionable clause involving the literacy test. . There has also lwen 
liope that the measure might be held over until the next session of Congress. ‘The 
somewhat redeeming feature of the Bill is the clause which makes an exception ’ 
in favour of those who have emigrated fram foreign countries“ solely for the 
purpose of escaping religious persecution.” The inclusion of the word” solely ee 
this clause would, however, leave the matter to the discretion, of the immigration 
authorities, and this would create a loophole for: many deportations in the cases of 
persons who could not prove absolutely that they were victims of religious perse- 
cution. The one encouraging phase of the situation is the knowledge that 
President Wilson is opposed to the literacy test. To-day denial is made of the 
statement issued by Senator Smith of South Carolina, Chairman of the Committee: 
on Immigration, to the-effect that though the President did not favour the literacy 
test, he would not go out of his way to prevent the enactment of the Bill into law. 
It is believed by:many that the President. would veto the Bill if it were passed in 
its. present, form.

If 
England was a melting pot, he assured them it would not melt Jews like him, He 
might come out scalded, but he would remain Jew even if hard-boiled. Moreover, 
while his brethren were being persecuted he valued his English citizenship as a 
means to help them, not as a means of escape from their position. He 
knew that in this country party feeling ran very high, and that its 
methods of exhibition were very low, but it seemed to him that the 
present rancour and hatred would not allow Englishmen to be generous 
to acknowledge error, but would hunt genius to death and persecute public 
usefulness to perdition without mercy or scruple. It looked as though they had 
had civil war with all its spite and hatred, and none of its courage and dignity. He 
did not want them to tolerate him. “ Tolerate” was the most intolerable word in 
the dictionary. He would consider it impertinence of people to say they tolerated 
him. (Voices: We admire you.) Mr. Green, in conclusion, quoted certain 
passages from Macaulay's essay on the disabilities of the Jews, and said that every 
word that Macaulay had written had been proved truth again and again, and until 
his sound religion and political foresight was more general than it now seemed 
to be, the time was further and further postponed when it could be said of 
England, as it was said of Israel once, “Surely this great nation is a wise and 
(Loud cheers.)

| | .The Aim of the Jewish Teachers. | 

What are you striving for? 

‘' The restoration of the. Hebrew language asa living language is the idea! for’ 
which. we have been striving for.many years past.. We have Said to our- 
selves: If we wish to exist in Palestine—not as a 
—but as a heterogeneous’ mass, we must have 
distinguish us from the rest of the. population, 
that we still form separate groups, and that they: all (Ashkenasim, Sephardim, 
Perushim, etc.), insist upon having their own individual synagogues. But we want

something -to unite us and 


_ to have at least one bond which links together our different ‘ Kollelim’ and com- 


munities. Uptoa point we have the satisfaction of knowing that our labour-has not 
been lost. The Hebrew language .has really been resuscitated. This is a fact 
which can no longer be concealed or denied by casuists. The schools in Palestine 
have naturally been our most valuable aid in our efforts to revive the Hebrew 


language. Every new schoo! adds a new troop to the army of Hebrew-speaking 
people. The different phases of the development of the Hebrew language are 


following. rapidly one on the other. We began by teaching purely Jewish 
subjects (Bible, Talmud, etc.) in the Hebrew language, then proceeded to: the 
teaching in Hebrew of a few general and scientific subjects in the elementary 
‘schools, until we saw that it had become possible to teach all the syilabus of a 
secondary school in this language. The day had dawned when it was clear to us 
that Hebrew was no longer a language of poetry only, but a living language, a 
language which could well sérve as a medium of instruction, not only to young 
children, but also for advanced scientific studies.” 7 

‘Hopes Centred in the Technicum. 

_ How did you regard the establishment of the Technicum at Haifa? 

“Can it be a matter of wonder that we looked forward with such great 
expectations to the inauguration of the Technicum at Haifa, which was to be the 
highest-grade institute in Palestine? Not only did we fee! happy at seeing an 
institute like this spring into existence in Palestine; we also rejoiced in the con- 
viction that this institute would be’a new instrument for the revival of the Hebrew 
language. Like everything else, a language develops in proportion to the require- 
ments of a people. Is it astonishing that we, the population of Palestine, cherished 
great hopes as to the practical value of this institute? All these years we had 
been looking forward impatiently to the.day that would witness the opening of this 
institute, which was to.meet all our intellectual requirements.” 

Your hopes were not realised ? 

“You can imagine how difficult it was for is who were working’ for the 
revival of the Hebrew language—and the teachers of the Hilfsverein have 
spared no efforts towards this end—to see ourselves hampered at every step 
by the Palestinian Leitung (with the Haupt Leitung at Berlin we have had 
no real working connection). The local Leitung argued that it Hebrew were 
given a more prominent place inthe schools of the Hilfsverein it would only be 
to the great detriment of the German language which it desired to see developed 
The students at the Seminary for Teachers have for many years past now 
co-operated ia bringing about a revival of Hebrew, and time after time have 
requested that sciences should be taught in. that language in order that they 

ught in turn be taught in Hebrew at the elementary schools. When 
the students presented memorandums on this question they were entirel 
ignored and treated as_ revolutionaries. When these students. became shee 
teachers at the various schools of the Hilfsverein, and endeavoured to give 
Hebrew pride of place, they at once came into conflict with the Leitung. I will 
give you an example of what I mean. Some time ago a young teacher signed his 
name in Hebrew on a receipt showing that his salary had been given him. The 
receipt was returned with the request that it must be signed in German, while the 
directors of the local Le/tung found it necessary to communicate the occurrence to 
the Haupt Leitung in order that the offender might be ‘black listed.’ The state 
of affairs has become worse lately, for the directors had insisted upon some of the 
subjects hitherto taught in Hebrew being taught in German, I al! the change 


bably be told that the Bill will be altered in Committee. 


Mathematics, Physics and Pedagogics had also been taught in German, the result 
would have been that instead of a Hebrew Teachers’ Seminary we should have 
had a thoroughly German institute, where just a little Hebrew was taught 
Is it surprising if the whole nationalist population of Palestine were seized 
with indignation, when the news arrived that in the preparatory school 
to be combined with the Polytechnic, not even as much as three non-technical 
subjects: would be taught in the Hebrew language? Palestine recognised the 
resolutions of the Curatorium as being detrimental to the results of our work of 


many years. Is it surprising that the Palestinians argued thus: If the 
secondary school was not a Hebrew school, how could there be hope 


of the Polytechnic becoming a Hebrew institute? Imagine the feelings of 
the teachers who had devoted years of their lives to the attempt to revive thie 
Hebrew language! Palestine trembled with excitement, and protests came from 
all sections of the population, The teachers, seeing that the resolution would 
result in the destruction of their whole national activity, took the lead 
in this counter-movement, As to Dr. Paul Nathan's pamphlet ‘ Palestine 
and Palestinian Zionism,’ dealing with the struggle against the schools of the 
Hilfsverein in which the teachers are fiercely attacked, I can declare sincerely and 
with all truth say that the statements in the pamphlet concerning that which 
was supposed to have happened are but fables. 

ae The Cause of the Agitation, 

What was the cause of .the agitation ? 

‘The whole agitation in the schools of the Hilfsverein has been described in Dr, 
Nathan's pamphlet as an act of revenge. The Polytechnic is not an institute 
belonging to the Hilfsverein, and it is only by chance that its managers are identical 
with those of the Hilfsverein. Still, the ‘vandalism’ which endangered the 
Palestinian schools founded by the Hilfsverein during the past ten years was 
declared to be the result of the rejection, by the other members of the Curatorium, 
of Dr. Levin's motion with regard to Hebrew as the language of instruction. The 
far-reaching events which ensued could’ not have been the effect of personal 
revenge. Private feeling would never have induced al! the teachers 
employed by. this great society in the different cities of Palestine and abroad 
to .turn against their employers.. The. sudden rebellion,’ after’ long 
years of internal struggle, resulted not from personai. motives but from a 
difference of principles. Here are the real causes of the struggle: (1) The close 
relations between the Polytechnic and the other schools in Palestine. 
danger that the Hebrew language would be suppressed in. all the schools of the 
Hilfsverein. (3) The dissatisfaction of the teachers and students of the Hilfsverejna 
school at the lack -of progress of the national language in ‘all its ‘schools. 
Those members of the Curatorium who had’rejected Dr. Levin's motion were the 


recognise as necessary. This: fear would have been comprehensible, even if the 
words and actions of the director of the Hilfsverein in Palestine had not proved 
that there was a tendency to,oust the Hebrew language in the schools and increase 
the number of subjectstaught in the German language. .How much more so, when. 
we have seen that, what we had feared was already beginning to become an accom- 


plished fact.” 
New Schools Established. 

‘How have you met the new circumstances? . ron ; 

“We have established a number of new schools, where we shall be: able to 
proceed along the lines that had so far met with wide approval without inter- 
ference, and where Hebrew will be:given its proper place. We have never been > 
against. the teaching of. a European tongue, for we appreciate what it means in the 
development of industry and commerce, and its value. from the cultural point ot. 
view. But we know how far to go and when to cry Halt! Those passing through 
our schools will learn to apprise at its true worth the value of our ancient language 
which is held in esteem bythe mose enlightened people of Europe. We 
are confident that through our schools there will be a healthy revival and main- 
tenance of Hebrew as the medium for instruction and as the language for everyday 
use. And our work, moreover, will be preparatory to the Hebrew University ta 
Jerusalem, where the.expression TNA RYN will be realised.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Yellin mentioned that independently of the.Hilfsverein 
schools there was a seminary for teachers, with a section for commercial training, 
the number of. students attending being 70. Then there was a school for boys

The Answer to Galumny. 

Opposed to these forces of hatred and misrepresentation is 
Mordecai the Jew, the man (7), who will not suffer his manhood to be 
dragged in the dust at the caprice of a minister however powerful—a 
man of princely origin, a descendant of the royal family of Saul, and 
a member of the Court of Jechoniah, King of Judah. What we are 
told of this man redounds only to his credit. He had fostered his 
orphan cousin, Esther, His Jewish heart took compassion on the 
young parentless girl; he carefully nurtured her as if she was 
his own ‘daughter; he trained’ her to be what she afterwards 
Not every parent is fitted to

the Jew, shows how unfounded are the charges of disloyalty’ which 
Haman prefers against his race, how possible it is for a Jew to combine 
devotion to his religion With devotion to the highest interests of the 
State.

OBITUARY. 


MR. MOSES BERLYN (BiRMINGHAM). 

We deeply regret to announce the death of Mr. Moses Berlyn, of Birmingham, 
which took place with startling suddenness yesterday week. . From the family point 
of view, the death is the more sad because on Friday, Mr. Berlyn’s daughter, Mrs. 
Annie Gosschalk, who resides in Christchurch Avenue, Brondesbury, celebrated 
her silver wedding. Mr. Berlyn was at the office of: the synagogue as usual on 
Thursday, and in the evening he attended a meeting at the residence of the 
Treasurer. He left at half-past ten and died in bed at midnight. The mournful 
news cast a gloom on the entire community when it became known the next 

Moses Berlyn was born in London in 1843, and it is only. a few months ago 
that we had the pleasure of recording the deserved honours bestowed upon him on 
the occasion of the celebration of his seventieth birthday. He was educated at the 
Jews’ Free School, where he subsequently became a teacher, one of his colleagues 
being the Rev. George J. Emanuel, who afterwards became again closely associated 


‘with him in Birmingham. Mr. Berlyn took. the B.A. degree of the London 


University in 1863, and obtained his “ parchment” as certificated teacher in 1865. 
In the same year he received the appointment of headmaster of the Birmingham 
Hebrew Schools, a post which he held until the yeat 1904. .Notwithstanding his 
heavy work in this direction, and in consequence of the high esteem in which he 
was held by the congregation, he was appointed its, Secretary, and for nearly 
half-a-century most efficiently discharged the duties of that office, until his lamented 
death. Nor did his public work end with these two important posts, for he was 


_ also. Secretary to.the Hebrew Philanthropic Society, the Hebrew’ Educational 


Society, a member of the Committee of the Hebrew Board of Guardians, and at 
various times Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Working Men's Institute, President and 
Treasurer of the Birmingham and District Association. of the National Union of 
Teachers, Vice-President of the Teachers’ Benevolent an] Orphan Fund, amempber 
of the Committee of the Birmiygham branch of the Anylo-Jewish Association, and 
of the Edgbaston Conservative Association, In Freemasonry, Mr. Berlyn took high 
rank, having been a Master of the Lodge of Israel, and an officer of the Provincial 


Grand Lodge of Warwickshire. Throughout his career, both at the schools and 


in the congregation generally, Mr. Berlyn was esteemed and loved by all sections. 
of the community, and to many he proved himself, not only a friend, but a second 
parent.. In November last the Hebrew School Old Boys’ Association marked his 
seventieth birthday by a presentation consisting of an illuminated address, and 
an inlaid mahogany writing-table, and electric lamp. The address stated in part :— 
We recognise and gratefully acknowledge the éducational and moral. influence which, 
owing to your endeavours, has inspired us to shape pur careers. We also appreciate the 
beneficent work which during a longand arduous career you. have accomplished in every 
branch of communal activity. We trust you will be spared for many years in undiminished 
health and vigour to see the fruition of your labours, secure in the knowledge that you 
continue to retain the esteem and affection of the. thousands of pupils who have passed 
The many speakers on that occasion bore testimony to the excellence of Mr. 
' Berlyn’s work. in every direction and to the affection which everyone bore to him. 
Mr. Berlyn, in his reply, touched on a sad note, the grief which he still felt at the 
death of his wife. In his concluding remarks he observed: “I have lived a long 
life, a full life, a strenuous life. . Although measured by years it may not be so 
very long, measured by what it has contained I have ‘become patriarchal. I know 
_ lam in the evening of my days, that I may say my sun is setting in a golden glory, 
and if that golden glory reflects the beautiful weather that is passed it gives every 
promise of better weather in the future.” | 


THE FUNERAL, | 


Impressive scenes were witnessed at the funeral, which took place on Sunday 
at Witton Cemetery.

A prominent figure in Birmingham Jewry has vanished. No longer will that 
familiar form be seen in schoolroom or synagogue, in council chamber or masonic 
hall. It is not for me to measure the communal loss, or to urge his claims on the 
affectionate remembrance of those in whose service he spent his years and his strength. 
Of a remarkably loving temperament, he won, without an effort, the love of men, 
women and children, 1 said without an effort; I should say without a conscious 
effort, for without a thought of self he gave all his powers, and thought, and labour, 
to serve each and everyone -who required his help. The boys and girls of his 
school looked on him as a father. When men and women themselves, they 
honoured and revered him. His assistants in the school respected him as their 
chief and looked to him as their kind and truest friend. Not hissonsand daughters, 
grief-stricken as they are, mourn for him more whole heartedly than do those with 

_ whom he worked and those for whom he worked. And what shall I say for myself, 
of my personal loss. ‘For fifty years we were Colleagues, fellow officers—for fifty 
years comrades and friends. Oft “we took sweet counsel together,” considered 
and discussed suggestions, movements, plans we thought beneficial or harmful to 
the congregation.

When he began his work in 1871—at the age of twenty-five--many forces were 
at work undermining confidence in the authenticity of the Bible.

Opposed 
to them were arrayed those who sought to defend the Bible by disputing the results 
of science and history.

apologue, the lamb was being torn to pieces.’ Driver, and others of ‘his school, 
delivered the endangered victim from arrogant foes and imprudent friends. He 
taught the faithful criticism, and the critics faith. Thus he placed himself tn the 
forefront of what has proved a triumphant defence. Deyond any shadow of 


doubt, belief in the Bible is far more common among educated Englishmen than it 


was before Driver took up the task of constructive criticism. He.was able to fight 
the sceptics because he used‘their own weapons against them. He saved the Bible 
for very many, who would have found themselves either in hopeless conflict wilt 


the secular knowledge of our day, or compelled to deny that the Bible contained: 


the Word of God because of the facis established by that secular knowledge. 

This was Driver's outstanding service to the cause of religion. Multitudes, | 
however, who have never felt the doubts with which Driver dealt have gained 
instruction: from his many books. Thus he rendered aid to orthodox and unorthodox 
alike; he interpreted for both the literature of Judaism. His. energies were, in 
fact, almost exclusively devoted to Jewish studies, He was a devout Chistian, 
but he believed that the Old Testament had an independent value of its own: Fle 
wrote little that was not directly or indirectly concerned with the Hebrew language 
and the Hebrew Scriptures, with their grammar and meaning, the story of thei 
growth and the secret of their eternal truth, 

Significantly enough; some of Driver's earliest writings were © Jewish” -in the 
narrower sense. His first substantive publication was Rabbinic, It was an 
edition of Moses ben Shesheth’s Commentary on Jeremiah and Ezekiel (1871). 
Here, in the choice of subject, we see the influence of Dr. Neubauer. [t 1s not 
then, to find these two Oxford scholars, Jew and Christian, collaborating 
In 1877, there appeared in two volumes “The 
Fifty-Third Chapter of Isaiah according to the Jewish Interpreters.” The work

| was suggested by Pusey, and was executed by Neubauer, with the aid of Driver. 


Three years later, Driver's name again appears on the title-page of a Rabbinic 
book. In 1880, Driver edited the Commentary on Proverbs ascribed to Ibn Ezra, 


but probably written by Moses Kimchi. In the preface, Driver acknowledges help 


not only from Neubaver, but also from Steinschneider, Halberstam, and the late 
Principal of Jews’ College. Thus Driver, three years before he succeeded Pusey 
as Regius Professor of Hebrew, was in friendly correspondence with leading Jewish 
scholars, and throughout his life the same cordiality and intimacy prevailed. Jews 
recognised in him a kindred spirit. He always felt a deep regard for Jewish 
experts, both of the past and the present. In his edition of Proverbs, just referred 
to, he speaks for instance of Jacob Reifmann as “a born critic, whose native genius 
enabled him to overcome great disadvantages of birth and position.” Sometimes 
people thought Driver cold; he was merely shy. Hence, though an efficient class 
teacher, he never excelled as a public speaker. When one penetrated into his con- 
fidence, one felt that a warmer friend, or one readier to appreciate and. assist 
others, never existéd. He read the proof-sheets of scores of other scholars’ books, 
and contributed to Encyclopedias, Dictionaries, and Text-books. He had a finger 
in many a pie, each the better cooked and the richer for his intmusion. Many a 
Jewish scholar shared in his willing aids. He encouraged the Jewish Quarterly 
Review from its first inception, and associated himself with other Jewish literary 
enterprises. 

When one attempts to analyse the merits of Driver, one cannot but be struck 
with his resemblance to Bacher. Neither man roused enthusiasm, but both of 
them inspired confidence. Both, again, excelled in lucidity, moderation, exactitude, 
industry. From the appearance of his book on the Hebrew Tenses, Driver won a 
high place among grammarians. His commentaries on books of the Bible — 
many; the most important were those on Genesis, Exodus, Deuteronomy, an 
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Daniel. Inall of these, andin other publications too numerous to name, he revealed 
a true insight into Hebrew idiom. His ‘‘ Notes on Samuel” remain the best intro- 
duction, in any language, to the study of the Hebrew of the Bible. Our neo- 
Hebraists might do worse than saturate themselves with this book of Driver's. It, 
and the_rest of his writings, would save them from many current treacheries to the 
purity and beauty of Hebrew style. Driver, moreover, always interprets the author 
he is discussing. You never find that he has slurred over:a difficulty, Again and 
again he illumines phrases and turns of expression which one thought one under- 
stood until Driver gave the real sense. And here a word is appropriate with regard 
to his dealing with the original Hebrew. 


‘defective, and he frankly, though cautiously, adopted emendations. But though 
he used every trustworthy source of betterment, he hada profound respect for 
the traditional text. The versions, he said, give superior readings in certain 
details, but ‘on the whole the purer text was undoubtedly preserved by the Jews. 
In the preceding remarks no allusion has beer made to the work by which he 
is best known to many readers, his “‘Introducticn to the Literature 0 
Testament.” This first appeared in 1891, and is now in its ninth edition. ‘Probably 
it has proved the most popular book of its kind ever written. This is not the 
occasion to expound or judge the particular conclusions arrived at.in that work, 
its maintenance of the composite nature and late date of the Pentateuch, and its 
acceptance of other features of the views connected with the name of Wellhausen. 
In a large sense, Driver was a disciple of Wellhausen but in another sense the 
former was master. Wellhausen converted “ Higher Criticism” into what Dr. 
Schechter aptly termed “ Higher anti-Semitism.” 3 
word for Judaism which he can avoid. ‘ Driver, on the other hand, never uses a 
harsh word unnecessarily. The reason for the difference is obvious. Driver under- 


‘stood the venius of Israel. Wellhausen has always been destitate.of such inderstand- | 


ing. Israel tended to express religion asa law, but alaw that breathed the spirit of the 
prophets. Israel assimilated, but Israel always wove the assimilated materials 
into a nobler fabric. Take, for instance, Driver's treatment of the rainbow. Other 
commentators on Genesis, such as Gunkel, laboriously collect the mythological 
parallels. Driver contents himself with using the mythology as explanatory of the 
poetical figure. The war is over, and the victor puts aside his bow. But, he 
adds : ‘‘A’ suggestive and beautiful. symbolism is attached to a striking natural 
phenomenon. As the rainbow appears, when a storm is passing by and the sun, 
breaking forth from the opposite direction, casts its gleams over the still clouded 
sky, it is interpreted as an emblem, to a religious mind, of God's returning friendl.- 
ness and grace, and is made a symbol of the mercy with which He regards all 
mankind. (Compare Isaiah liv. 9)” Driver, in this reference to Isaiah, is quoting 
from the very prophetic passage read in: the synagogues as the Haphtarah to the 
story of Noah and the delugé.. Driver saw the magnificent power of sucha passage. 
Let us quote itagain: ‘'As I have sworn,” so’ runs the message of God in the 
mouth of Isaiah, ‘‘ As I have sworn. that the waters of Noah should no more-go 
over the earth,-so have I sworn that I wou!d not be wroth with thee, nor rebuke 
thee, For the mountains’shall depart and the hills be removed, but my kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace be removed, 
saith the Lord that hath mercy on thee.” 

Driver's influence is thus easily understood. _He was no reactionary ; he was 
‘on the side of the Progressives. But thé more he learned of the debt of. Israel to 
Babylonia and other ancient cultures, and’ the more he realised.the existence of 


,human strata in'the records of Israel's religion, the more firmly did’ he maintain. 


the originality of Israel's genius and the divine element in Israel's message. Listen 


to this-characteristic remark: “‘ The form: of the creation-story in Genesis i.,.which 
is in irreconcilable conflict with the teachings of science, is, for instance, derived 


-from Babylonia, but thé spirit and the religious.teaching, with which it is. infused, 


are purely Hebraic.” And; in general, he summed up the case, as he conceived it, 
in these comforting words: ‘‘Archwology demonstrates and shows us more clearly 
than we could see before that though the religion of Israel was-built upon the same. 
material foundation as those of other Semitic peoples, it rose immeasurably above 
them ; it assumed, as it developed, a unique character, and in the hands of its 
inspired teachers became the expression of great spiritual realities such as has been 
without parallel in any other nation of the earth.” : . | 


' Need we look farther for the basis of Driver's great reputation and influence . 


for good? It stands written in the last sentence just quoted from. his Schweich 


Lectures. And so it came about that this retiring, sensitive scholar, who hated — 


entrance into the arena of controversy, brought peace intoa troubled world. What 
a splendid epitaph to have earned! He taught us that we can probe without kill- 
ing faith; that we may, in fact, the more surély see the hand of God in Israel's 
history, when we recognise that Israel himself played a part in that history; that, 
just because the ancient world contributed ‘to the formation of Israel's message, 
that message became fuller and lived on the more securely for the permanent good 
of the world. -All may bé we!l with the world, while God and Israel endure. Or,

loved and expounded, "The Old Testament must remain an ever-fresh fountain- 
head of living truth, able to invigorate and restore, to purify and refine, to

"THE LATE CHARLES K. SALAMAN. 


| A. MUSICIAN'S CENIENARY.: 

_ The centenary of. the birth of Charles K. Salaman, the composer and pianist, who 
died in June, 1901, fell on Tuesday last; and in honour of the occasion his anthem 
‘‘ How lovely are Thy habitations,” was sung at Westminster Abbey, that day, at 
evensong. Some of his organ pieces were included in the service. 

Charles Kénsington Salaman was the eldest son of Simeon Kensington Salanian, 
of London. When only fourteen years of age he played compositions of his:own in 
public. After studying in Paris under Henri Herz, he re-appeared in London, 
and was in 1830 selected to compose the Ode for the Shakespeare Jubilee Festival 
of that year at Stratford-on-Avon. Mr:‘Salaman's first orchestral concert, in 
1833, Grisi was introduced to a London audience. In 1836 publislied his stil 
well-known setting of Shelley's Arise from Dreams of Thee”; and: until lis 
death he steadily produced numerous songs, delicate alike in melody and in style. 

The poems which Mr. Salaman set to music were noticeably chosen from a 
wide field, covering most European languages as well as Latin, Greek, and Hebrew 
(Judah ha-Levi and the liturgy): From 1845 to 1848 he was in Rome conducting 
the first performance of a Beethoven symphony there. He was present at the 
removal of the gates of the ancient ghetto (on Passover eve, April 7th, 1847). . He 


_received the then rare distinction of honorary membership of the Academy of St. 


Cecilia. -Onhis return to England he founded the Musical Society of London, 
acting for several years as its honorary secretary and organising the orchestra, 
which Meyerbeer pronounced magnificent. He.became prominent also as a public . 

_. He was among.the early advocates of the Reform movement in England. On 
joining the West London Synagogue he wrote 124 settings for its musical service ; 
several of these are now also used by orthodox congregations. His trenchant 
letters on the methods of the conversionist missions, addressed to the Dean of ° 
Lichfield in 1877, attracted general attention, and in 1885 he published “ Jews as 
They Are” (of which a second’edition has appeared) containing valuable records 
of the history of Jewish emancipation in England and_refuting some current errors

an Association of Jews who desire the establishment in Palestine of a centre 0! 
Jewish life—‘‘a legally-secured, publicly-recognised home for the Jewish peop!e ” 
—the purpose of which in the main is so that there shall be the means of a {ree 
development of everything specifically Jewish, including, of course, religion, 
ideals, and culture. The Palestine Society therefore clearly has a raison d ctre 
identical with the Zionist Organisation, and to say it is “not a Zionist 
Association ” can only mean that it is not officially connected with the Zion:st 
Organisation. But the general caption “ Zionism ” ought not to be held limited to 
items that are so connected, any more than the term “ Jewish” ought to be 
limited to matters synagogal or even institutional. We hereby give notice 
that Zionism, when we employ the term, is of much wider significance and 

includes all organised efforts to obtain or promote “the establishment 17 
Palestine of a centre of Jewish life,” of which the Palestine Society is one 
of by no means the least commendable, though, apparently, it is so remotely 
self-conscious.

One gets rusty if one has a lot. to read, and the old 
favourites get left in the cold sometimes. But I always 
turn back to the great master of English fiction with a 
sense of relief and alwaysa feeling of refreshment. Many 
of my favourite phrases may be traced to the pages of 
Dickens, but I do not know of any maxim of his by 
which I set greater store than his “three nevers. 
‘* Never be mean in anything,” he says; “never be false; 
never be cruel. Avoid these three vices, and there is.

“ Never be mean in anything.” “ Mean” is a very 
comprehensive and expressive word. It calls up to our: 
minds the picture of a very objectionable person, one 
we should all seek to avoid. I do not object in the 
slightest to the economic, saving disposition (I fear I am 
but I do hate meanness. 
It is not merely the opposite of generosity, it is the 
opposite of charity, too. Meanness implies a great many 
objectionable qualities, a narrowness of mind as well as 
of hand, a malicious disposition, a sour temperament, a 
sly, sneaking nature.
